Tho  diaastor 
came  so  swiftly  that  it  wai  impooaiblo  for  many  of  th*  victbns  to 
take  refuge  on  their  housetops  or  take  other  meang  of  escape.  It  is 
estimated  that  it  will  take  eight  months  before  dams  can  be  rebuilt 
to  allow  resumplioo  of  raihrigr  isrvic*.

The  two  m  uller.s  wlio  rowed 
1 1  •  iMsi-lve.s  clean  out  at  Henley  the 
"'ilii'.  (i;iy  must  have  been  a  far  worse 
plight  than  either  Mr.  Mllllgan  or  Mr. 
Walker  when  they  shook  hands  after 
the  count  out,  ar  than  Ummn,  Daoap- 
sey  and  StmOttff  iwuniably  wUl  be 
after  the  taoMMtlbii  Of  their  oomlnf 
I'l.stic  encouimr. 

OTOEE  SPORTS 
Most  boxc;rs.  if  offered  an  oar  on  the 
o'uveratty  boat  race,  would  probably 
decline  on  the  ground  they  preferred 
a  leas  arduous  form  of  sport  in  which, 
whenever  strain  becomes  too  t^sat.

NOT   LIKE   AMATKI  RS 

Nobody  who  ha.s  not  tried  has  an, 
idea  of  how  hard  it  ls  to  plan  an  cffec- 
tivo  hit  oti  a  boxer,  though  I'xe  .»>en 
i«o  men  without  anv  knowledge  of  the 
came  attack  one  another  feroclotwly  in 
I  he  street  and  within  thirty  .seconds 
pulp  one  another  into  a  condition  that 
would  scare  Messrs.  Tunney  and  Demp- 
Bcy  and  Oarpentler  Into  the  nearest 
monastery.  No  doubt  sensation  himt- 
ei.s  vho  pav  ten  pounds  to  .see  somc- 
lIuiiK  leriible  like  to  believe  .somethintr 
terrible  i-,  h;tp|>enuix.  and  the  .show- 
man who  takes  the  ten  pound.s  natur- 
ally does  not  try  to  cure  their  delusion, 
but  if  they  knew  how  litile  the  com- 
ha'ant.s  are  the  wor.se  for  all  the  piutch- 
uiK  thev  would  demand  their  money 
back. 

Therefore.  I  beg  Hall  Caine  not  to 
wsHte  his  sympathy.  If  he  and  1. 
when  we  were  Mr.  Milligan's  age,  could 
have  got  half  as  well  paid  for  our  suc- 
cesses as  he  for  his  defeat  we  should 
have  thought  ourselves  on  velvet. 
IS  IT  DBMOnALIBNG? 

The  Puritan  who  objected  to  bear 
baHIng  in  bygone  times  was  on  firmer 
ground  when  he  said  It  -a  as  not  the 
paiii  to  the  bear  but  the  plcH.sure  to 
spectators  that  was  damnable  If  si^ec- 
tators  believe  what  they  are  witness- 
ing i.s  not  a  tr.al  of  .skill  between  two 
athletes  who  naM'  no  quarrel  with  one 
another  and  bear  no  malice  but  a  .sav- 
age encounter  like  :»  doi^  fight,  then, 
beyond  question  the  spertacles  are  de- 
moralizing.

I  therefore  suggest 
Commander  Kenworthy  be  asked  to  in- 
troduce a  bill  making  It  a  pimlshable 
offence  for  a  newspaper  to  order  or 
pass  any  description  of  a  prise  fight 
laitil  H  ha.s  sent  for  a  profes-sioiial 
boxer  aiifl  mnde  its  writer  sp.ir  around 
for  a  bye  with  hun  and  obtain  from  a 
couple  of  competent  judges  a  certifi- 
cate that  he  at  least  knowi  hia  right 
hand  from  his  left.

A  BSIIBED  NEW  TBSTAMBNT 


The  proposed  MVtstoa  of  the  Greek 

tr\t  of  the  New  Tf-s'  inient,  which  Ls  In 
itticlf  a  technical  matter  for  Greek 
scholarahip,  attraeta  the  attentloa  of 
all  readers  of  the  world's  most  prized 
book.  The  Revised  Version  of  the  New 
Testament  which  was  put  out  in  IMl 
was  indeofi  rt  tfyl.slon  of  the  Authorized 
Varslon  published  in  1611  under  Kint 
Jamas ;   but  it  followed  a  somewhat 

difTerent  Orrek  text  tlir  rrsul'ant  of 
the  new  light  thrown  during  the  inter- 
vening years  apoa  tha  whole  subjset  by 
the  discovery  of  fresh  manuscripts  and 
by  the  new  science  of  literary,  and 
espadlally  textual,  criticism. 

It  is  somewhat  startling  to  the  aver- 
age churchman  to  learn  that  the 
Ohurch  doos  not  poassss  a  single  line 
written  in  the  varitabls  haadwrtUng  of 
81.  Paul  or  Bt.  Pater,  or  any  of  the 
Bvangeliata.  All  auch  writtag  soon 
poriahed.  was  worn  out  or  loat.  It  is 
copies  only  of  their  wriUags  that  re- 
main, the  earUoat  and  oldest  complete 
Haw  Testament  dating  back  into  the 
fourth  century,  or  nearly  three  hun- 
dred years  afttr  the  writer  put  his 
quill  to  papyrua  or  shaepakin.  Blta  of 
Now  IMament.  however,  have  been 
unearthed  from  Egyptian  sands  as  old 
as  the  second  century.  One  debt  owing 
the  new  science  of  textual  crltleiam  is 
the  assurance  we  of  this  far-OCT  age 
have  of  prartlcally  accurate  copies  of 
both  classical  and  New  Testament 
literature  In  the  case  of  the  New 
Testament,  the  poe.slb1e  variants  are 
relatlvety  few  and  uniniporunt,  but  for 
the  purpose  of  commentary  and  exact 
exegesis  it  Is  necessary,  where  MBS.

Count  Tlsrhendorf  in  1S44.  after  he 
had  been  given  reluctant  permission  by 
the  monks  to  rummage  among  piles  of 
nijuiu.  ( ript.s  stowed  away  in  musty 
rooms,  came  across  a  copy  of  the  New 
Testament  ov«r  fifteen  centuries  old. 
one  of  throe  hundred  published  by 
Kmperor  Constantine.  Feverishly  copy- 
taf  It,  ha  later  brought  it  out  to  an 

aathttSlasttc  world  the  r^odex  Slnaltl- 
cua  of  8t.

It  wlU  also  move  and  reveal 
unsteadiness  In  aim;  It  will  move  If 
the  gun  IS  not  held  with  proper  flrm- 
ne.vi  aKain.st  the  shoulder,  and  it  will 
move  If  the  recruit  does  not  "follow 
throiiKl,"  or  keep  the  nun  on  the 
target  for  an  instant  after  firing.

A.  Cartler  did  not  defend  his  title,  but 
the  entry  was  up  to  the  usual  strength, 
and  at  the  start  of  the  last  round  three 
were  tied  for  first  place.  B.  W.  Mon- 
cur  winning  .Score,  6'j  to  2 ■  .■  Fal- 
coner and  L.  Richards  tying  for  sec- 
ond and  third.   

United  Btataa— BudaoQ  aCaxtm,  who 
died  last  May,  will  be  mourned  by 
chess  players,  and  especi.iiiy  m.  .  *ho 
were  his  guests  during  the  tourii.niicnts 
at  Lake  Hopatcong  in  1923  and  1926. 
The  famous  inventor  and  Mrs.  Maxim 
per.sonally  conducted  the  Visitors  alxiut 
their  Interesting  resideru»,  gave  them 
a  New  England  luncheon  oo  the  porch, 
and  topped  off  their  tjrploal  hoqiltaJ- 
ity  with  a  cruise  on  Lake  Ropateoog.

A  Ud  two  dubs,  Y 
bid  two  hearts  and  B  passed.   Z  now 

bid  two  no  trump,  all  passed  and  A 
opened  the  six  of  cluljs.  Y  played  the 
nine.  B  the  deuce  and  Z  the  eight.  Z 
now  had  to  decide  how  to  play  the 
hand.  It  was  apparent  that  if  he 
could  find  the  queen  of  hearts  on  his 
right  that  he  could  easily  win  the  game 
by  finessing  the  jack,  so  his  first  try 
for  game  was  the  lead,  of  the  ten  of 
hearts  from  Y's  hand.  B  played  a  low 
heart,  Z  the  trey  and  A  won  the  trick 
with  the  queen.  A  was  now  in  the  posi- 
tion of  knowing  that  Z  held  the  ace 
queen  of  clubs  becau.sc  n  had  been  un- 
able to  beat  the  nine  on  the  first  trick 
so  A  could  not  lead  clubs  again 

His  only  chance  to  get  B  in  the  lead 
was  by  the  lead  of  a  diamond  or  spade 
and  tba  latter  pUy  kwkad  tbe  batter. 
At  trick  three,  therefore,  A  led  the 
deuce  of  spades.  Should  Z  allow  the 
lead  to  come  up  to  his  hand  or  should 
he  play  the  ace?  Tills  is  the  deciding 
play  In  thus  hand,  so  note  it  carefully 
and  decide  what  you  would  do  before 
readmg  further  The  d»ci.sion  Is  based 
on  a  certainty,  so  don't  gue.s.s. 

If  you  play  a  low  qwde  and  B  has 
the  klnc.  ha  will  lead  a  club  through 
Z's  ace  queen  and  Z  cannot  go  game  as 
A  has  the  ace  of  hearts.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  Z  plays  the  ace  of  spades  at 
trick  three  from  Y's  hand  anck  then 
Ifjbds  a  heart  he  is  sure  tn  po  game  no 
matter  where  the  ace  of  hearts  is.  By 
playing  the  hand  in  this  way.  Z  must 
score  two  club  tricks,  three  heart  tricks, 
one  spade  trick  and  at  least  three  dia- 
mond tricks  or  nine  in  all. 

Very  frequently.  In  the  play  of  a 
hand,  a  point  like  this  will  arise,  where 
an  unnecessary  finesse  will  prevent  a 
plaj-er  from  .^coring  game.  Lcam  to 
count  your  tricks  and  .size  up  your 
hand  al  the  first  truk  If  you  learn 
this  valuable  lesson,  you  wlU  win  many 
a  game  and  rubter  not  othtrwiae  pos- 
sible.

In  a  saehided  d«|l  beaoath  overhanging 
trees  there  rtw  the  Seven  Sprliigs  from 
which  the  clear  water  whirls  and  eddies 
for  a  spare  before  ;i  '.tarts  \i\r'i)  its 
downward  cour.se  ihrouKh  ih"  n.irrow 
channel  which  it  has  made  for  itself 
Flowing  to  Cricklade  under  the  name 
of  the  Chum,  it  receives  an  affluent 
and  tbanaftcr  baeomas  the  world- 
famed  Tliames.  Innumerable  vUlagas 
and  towns  nestle  upon  its  shores,  or.  lie 
so  Clowe  at  hand  that  little  time  need 
be  lost  in  vi.siting  those  of  interest,  and 
many  lo<  ks  and  weirs  mark  the  pas- 
sage of  iIm-  lo\(My  .stream   the  fln>t  lock 

being  at  Lechiade  ui  Uloucestershire. 
Thoee  of  greater  repute  ftnd  gaiety  are 
at  Sonnlng.  Boulter's.  Boveney,  Rom- 
ney.  Moulsey  and  Teddlngton.  where 

Uie  tide  ends. 

Many  who  arc  familiar  with  this 
famous  waterway  will  recall  the  lovely 
islands,  or  "aiU "  which  mark  its  middle 
eeune  and  f  onn  shelter  for  numbers 
of  wild  fowl  and  swans,  and  those  fas- 
cinating* osier  beds  which  are  planted 
in  the  Autumn  and  drawn  in  the 
Springtime  for  industrial  purposes. 
THE  SPmS  or  OXPOBD 
Those  grey  spires  near  the  meeting 
place  of  the  Thames  tor  Islsi  and  the 
Uiierwell,  are  m  <J)tford-town.  and  we 
must  surely  give  some  time  to  what 
Is  known  as  one  of  the  oldest  rx,  t;:.;.: 
ciUes  in  the  world,  being  founded  lOOO 
B.C.,  by  Khlg  Mampheric.  So  abund- 
.anUy  U  Oxford  provided  with  objecU 
of  interest  that  It  la  dlfBeolt  to  decide 
wh.it  IS  more  particularly  worthy  of 
mention,  but  the  colleges  themselves 
are  of  absorbing  delight  and  are  asso- 
ciated with  a  university  the  origin  of 
which  Is  lost  111  the  mists  of  antiquity. 

A  typical  osier  bed  may  be  found  at 
beautiful  Whltcburdlj*whlch  is  joined 
by  a  bridge  to  Pangboume,  and  not  far 
away  is  Sonnlng  lock  with  the  quaint 
village  bearing  the  .same  name.  It  is 
hard  to  believe  that  once  It  was  a 
bishopric  and  that  the  Episcopal  palace 
stood  there  in  the  days  of  Elizabeth, 
yet  eleven  bishops,  beginning  With 
Aethelstane,  held  IhLs  See, 

Though  the  river  Is  less  beautiful  at 
Reading,  which  is  a  sizeable  market 
town,  yet  every  part  of  its  course  has 
some  special  and  distinctive  feature 
Moreover,  the  number  of  tributaries 
flowing  Into  thg  Thames  water  the 
richly  cultivated  vftUeys  lying  on  either 
side,  and  as  we  are  now  not  .far  from 
the  Vale  of  the  ^v^v.'r  h<  r.se,lt  Is  worth 
while  to  see  \Vaiiiii+;''  he  birthplace 
of  Alfred  the  Great,  and  the  great 
figure  of  a  white  horse  carved  in  the 
chalk  cliff  as  a  memorial  of  his  victory 
over  the  Danes  at  Aahdown.  It  was 
for  long  a  custom  anMOg  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  vale  to  clean  this  ancient 
emblem  every  year  by  removing  the 
grass  and  weed.s 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  introduce 
Henley  to  the  world  of  sport  and  fa.sh- 
lon,  for  Its  regattas  are  famous  the 
world  over,  but  to  aome  the  qulat  back- 
waters and  sheltered  nooks  which 
abound  on  the  river's  course  provide 
a  keener  enjoyment  and  we  mav  prefer 
to  watch  a  happy  klnfrn.sher  darting 
hither  and  thither,  a  dragonflv  hans- 
Ing  over  the  quiet  water,  or  a  bed  of 
Ulles  and  weeds  upon  wideh  the  sun* 
light  plays. 

MARLOWS  HOtvSEBGATS 
As  wc  come  within  a  mile  or  so  of 
Marlow,  with  gaily  decorated  house- 
boats dotting  the  river  banks,  a  per- 
fect specimen  of  Tudor  architecture 
presents  Itself  to  our  eyes.  This  Is 
BLsham  Abbey,  granted  by  Henry  VIII 
to  Anne  of  Cleves,  and  it  wa.s  here  that 
Princess  Elizabeth  spent  three  years 
of  her  lonely  girlhood,  while  her  sister 
Mary  sat  upon  the  throne  Hisham  has 
a  secret  chamber  and  a  hidlpg  nook 
which,  when  lint  dlaoorarad,  contained 
the  clothes  and  iDslgBla  of  •%  baby 
bi-shop  of  the  Royal  Rouse,  whoee 
identity  could  not  be  found  At  BLsham, 
also.  Is  the  grave  of  one  of  England's 
most  famous  statesmen.  Warwick,  the 
King-maker,  who  was  killed  in  the 
Wars  of  the  Roaes. 

Amidst  glorious  w.wxls  framing  a  dis- 
tant view  of  Windsor  Ca-stle  and  the 
ipires  of  Eton,  lie.-;  Taplow.  which  also 
formed  a  temporary  home  for  the 
Princess  Elisabeth.  From  the  woods 
of  Taplow  may  be  seen  the  brow  of 
Cllsvaden,  which  was  used  as  a  hos- 
pital during  the  late  war,  and  wbich 
has  many  times  changed  ownex&  In 
the  davs  of  Ch.trles  II.  It  pasned  trio 
the  hands  of  the  Puke  of  Buck*a»1  am 
and  It  was  at  Clieveden  ome  two  .lun- 
dred  years  ago  that  Rule  Britannia" 
was  first  sung  during  the  performance 
of  a  masque  called  "Alfred." 

Maidenhead,  a  famous  boating  resort, 
is  on  the  Bath  Road. 'Which  U  dotted 
throughout  its  length  with  old  coach- 
ing hou.ses  and  wayside  Inns,  and  the 
thicket  wa.s  a  noted  resort  of  highway- 
men In  the  days  gone  by  The  river  -s 
now  flowing  lazily  lov  ard  ;  that  massive 
grey  pile  on  tiic  slope  of  the  distant 
hillside,  which  is  Royal  Wind.sor  itself. 
Many  years  ago  tliere  was  an  old,  old 
man  called  John,  who  looked  after  the 
famous  Curfew  Tower  with  its  relics 
and  dungeons,  and  also  cut  the  grass 
about  the  buUdlag  and  quadrangle.  He 
used  to  tell  a  story,  now  nearly  a  cen- 
tury old.  of  his  being  rcpsed  one  morn- 
ing by  somebody  knocking  on  his  door 
and  calling  out,  'John!  Get  up  and 
ring  the  bell.  William  IV  Is  dead!" 
John  s  scythe  was  the  badge  of  hU  pro- 
fession and  so  fond  was  he  of  thi 
plement  that  he  asked  that  it  m  i;, 
be  buried  with  him— and  so  it  was!

If  you  pass  under  the  old  turnpike 
bridge  connecting  Wind.sor  and  Eton, 
the  famous  college  founded  by  Henry 
VI  Ilea  before  our  eyes.  Should  we  be 
so  fortunate  as  to  arrive  in  Wlnd.ior  on 
the  fourth  of  June  «e  shall  take  our 
share  tn  one  of  the  moat  popular  cere- 
eonnected  with  the  royal

Does  Datehet  recall  to  our  measory 
thoss  flalds  of  lushy  grass  beside  the 
river  banks,  where  we  plucked  yellDV 
cowl.sl;ps  till  our  arms  *ere  full?  Doda 
our  imagination  picture  the  prave. 
quiet  figure  of  ihe  port  Milton.  V  ho 
lived  near  by.  and  whose  foot.^lep.^  may 
have  lingered  to  the  very  spot  where 
we  are  sitting  with  our  flowers?  Were 
we  ever  young  enough  to  think  that 
the  periodic  overflowing  of  the  river, 
which  flooded  the  neighborhood  for 
miles  was  just  "glorious  fun"?  Do  we 
ever  conjure  up  a  picture  of  Staines, 
or  quaini  OM  WladlBor.  where  Edward 
the  Confbssor  used  to  live,  or  The  BelLs 
of  Ou.ieley  and  the  historic  fields  of 
lliinnvmede  where,  more  than  .seven 
htit'iiiMl  'cars  apo  armored  barons 
demanded  of  an  unwilling  king  a 
pei.plr  I  lirtrter  o!  liberl\  though  this 
momentou.>  act  of  livstory  Is  sometimes 
wrongfully  a.^iRned  lo  Magna  Carta 
Island,  close  beside  the  historic  fields. 

If  we  recall  any  of  these  tldnga,  we 
have  retained  some  of  the  dust  Inter- 
esting imprassloaa  of  an  snrtmnting 
river,  whose  every  spot  Is  replete  with 
historical  and  classical  associations. 

When  we  have  passed  Kingston, 
which  gets  Its  name  from  Royal  asso- 
ciations with  Saxon  times,  we  come  to 
Hampton  Court,  and  here  we  would 
fain  linger  till  the  shadows  fall,  for 
Thomas  Wolsey  spared  no  effort  to 
beautify  this  prhMly  residence  In- 
tended for  his  own  home,  and  oould 
have  chosen  no  lovriler  spot  than  that 
which  Rperuser  has  commemorated  as 
"the  shoare  of  silver  streaming 
Thames  ■  Long  after  WoLsey  s  down- 
fall and  death.  Queen  Eli?Jil)eth.  who 
often  made  plea.sure  voyage;-:  in  her 
gaily  dressed  barge,  would  take  the  trip 
between  this  palace  and  the  residences 
of  Richmond.  Whitehall  or  Green - 
wldi.  la  those  ddsn  days,  when 
people  hurried  less  than  they  do 
now,  Londoners  went  by  water

dLstinctive  air  of  gaiety  and  free-

Itme 
are,  howercr.  othar  and  more  subtle 
ryniptoms.  which,  being  less  obvious, 
often  ml.slead  the  poultry  keeper  as 
to  the  real  cause  of  the  trouble.  Para- 
r.ltlc  life  ha,s  not  Ijeen  miirh  studlrct. 
by  the  ordinary  poultrviiKiii  aiid.  while 
hl.s  knowledge  of  the  general  manage- 
ment of  his  stock  may  be  fairly  good, 
small  attention  to  glvan  to  the  pre- 
vention of  the  ravages  oaosed  by  In- 
rect  posts  beyond,  perhaps,  providing 
a  dust  bath  fa  very  necessary  thing  i, 
but  unJess  the  dust  bath  Is  frrqurntly 
u  newed.  which  is  rarely  the  (  a.se.  It 
may  actually  be  the  cause  of  spread- 
ing what  It  U  Intended  to  destroy. 
Parasites  are  Invariably  due  to  un- 
rieanllness  in  one  form  or  another. 
The  birds  themselves  should  be  period - 
loaUy  duetod  with  a  disinfectant  pow- 
dnr,  parttaidar  attantloB  being  paid 
to  the  breast  m4  Mm  pwto  WMtar  th« 
wings.  The  houses  should  be  lime- 
washed  at  lea.st  three  times  a  year, 
and  particular  attention  should  be  de- 
voted to  the  crevices  and  corners,  for 
It  is  here  the  insects  congregate.  I 
gave  a  good  recipe  a  few  WMkS  ago 
for  thto  purpoae. 

ILLS  or  OTEBCSOWDDfO 

Do  not  keep  too  many  hens  Prob- 
ably more  diseases  among  chicken  owe 
their  origin  to  overcrowding  in  coop, 
brcKxler  or  chicken  house,  to  say 
nothing  of  overcrowding  the  toad,  than 
to  any  other  form  of  mtomaaagament. 
It  to  a  vary  ooramon  weakneas  of  the 
to  hatch  more  chickens 
ha  can  arrange  adequately  to 
■»te.  But  It  Is  better  to  breed 
one  hundred  chicken  and  rear  tliem 
uril  than  to  altemp!  to  rcir  rinuble  this 
number  upon  space  that  could  only 
safely  carry  the  one  hundred  For  In- 
stance, the  birds  are  closely  packed 
Into  an  evil-smelling,  stuffy.  iiecph»g 
place,  and  breathe  the  Inuwre  air 
arising  therefrom.  They  suffer  very 
oonslrteralMy.  and  their  viuiity  is  re- 
dneod  to  eueh  aa  extant  that  they  are 
very  itobto  to  MMOOBh  to  aajr  pmail- 
Ing  dlseam. 

Unle  s  more  accnnuimdatlon  can  be 
provided  by  the  purchase  of  appliances, 
there  Ls  only  one  way  to  deal  with  this 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs,  and  that 
is  by  weeding  out  all  thoee  "*«V'ktna 
which  do  not  come  up  to  tha  general 
standard.  Quite  as  much.  If  not  more, 
damage,  too,  may  be  oauaad  by  over- 
stocking tha  land  as  by  ovarcrowdlng 
tha  house.

PLENTY  OP  EXEItCISB 
'Ihr  nccc.KSlty  fur  supijlyiiiK  hciLs 
with  plenty  of  food  of  a  nourishing 
character,  which  ha.s  ,s  )  ndf n  bon  t  rn- 
phaslzed,  may  have  had  the  effect  of 
causing  many  poultff^keepers  to  over- 
feed. Hms  la  too  fat  a  eondltion  to  a 
froQuaat  cause  of  the  shortage  in  eggs. 
It  to  a  biK  rni  take  to  feed  too  liberally 
on  stlmuiaiuiK  food.  The  best  way  to 
keep  your  birds  in  a  healthy  condition 
in  to  0IIOW  them  plenty  of  exercise.  In 
Winter  thus  i.s.  of  course,  a  none  too 
easy  matter.  A  scratching  shed 
attached  to  the  sleeping  house 
to  as  good  as  anything.  The 
floor  of  tha  scratching  shed  should 
be    covered    with    straw    to  the 

i  depth  of  several  Inches  and  the 
grain  should  always  be  scattered 
anioiig  It.  This  «ives  the  birds  a 
good  deal  of  work  in  serai 'hing  for 
their  food,  and  they  .scxin  learn  to  ap- 
preciate tlic  fact  that  they  must  work 
to  satisfy  their  appetites.  A  bundte  of 
gnen  staff  tied  up  has  atoo  a  good  of- 
faet 

KEEP  THE  BIRDS  TAME 

A.S  the  Winter  .Shows  will  be  coming 
on  shortly,  perhaps  »  few  note*  with 
reference  thereto  pay  not  be  out  of 
place.  One  point  of  considerable  im- 
portance, but  often  considered  such  a 
small  detail  as  to  be  unobserved,  to 
<o  keep  tha  birda  tame.  The  regular 
attendar.t  should  take  every  opportim- 
Ity  of  petting  t*ie  birds.  Without  over- 
feeding, two  or  three  odd  grains  of 
barley  thrown  ever>'  time  when  passing 
will  acxm  establish  friendly  relations, 
and  it  is  also  a  good  thing  to  stand  by 
when  feeding.  If  the  attendant  re- 
mains quite  still  the  fowto  wUl,  by 
degrees,  soon  become  Quite  devoid  of 
fear.  A  tame  and  confiding  dispoai- 
tton  not  only  gives  a  high  degree  of 
[ilea.'-.ure  to  the  owner.  Init  is  of  great 
advantatre  durint,'  evhibitiori.  the  birds 
not  beiiiK  afraid  to  come  to  the  front 
of  the  iKMi  and  show  themselves  ofl. 
They  should  also  be  taught  to  become 
aocustomed  to  being  handled  by  tak- 
ing them  from  their  perch  at  night— 
always  quietly  aiKl  gently,  of  course, 
giving  a  good  look  at  them  and  then 
putting  them  back.  Pv  Kiving  a  grain 
of  corn  or  .some  little  delicacy  after 
these  things,  most  fowls  may  lie 
brought  to  lose  any  dlalike  for  being 
thus  handled,  and  will  stand  to  be 
taken  up  aiKl  put  down  again  even  in 
their  open  runs  with  the  utmost  un- 
ooneem.  ICanv  people  have  not  time 
eneogh  to  estaUtah  very  latimate  rela- 
tions such  as  this,  but  some  dejr: ' . 
mutual  confidence  Is  always  pu;>.siuic 
and  should  be  establtohad  botwocn  the 
owner  and  his  peta. 

CBOP  TBOUBLB 

Where  no  npMI  to  paid  to  the  hours 
of  feeding,  and  large  quantities  of 
grain,  smii  as  Indian  corn,  poor  oats 
and  barley,  are  thrown  down,  .some 
fowls  are  sure  to  gorge  them.selves 
greedily  with  it.  As  soon  the  grain 
is  put  within  reach  they  rush  eagerly 
at  it  and  eat  all  thof  can.  a  mouthful 
at  a  tlma.  Thto  to  unaatural:  a  fowl 
should  fMiil^  train  at  a  time  and 
not  a  m^Mni  at  once.  The  bird 
swallows  lis  much  as  passible,  over-fills 
its  f  rop,  HMd  then  by  In.stinet  has 
lecdur  e  lo  water  lo  remove  it;  but 
food  can  only  pass  to  the  gizzard  a.s 
that  organ  empties  Itself  of  the  stuff 
previously  in  it.  In  the  meantime  the 
food  Bwelto  and  causes  distension  of 
the  crop.  Prom  the  frequent  occur- 
rence of  this  there  Is  a  loss  of  diges- 
tive powci-  the  Ki7..'ard  h.i.s  become 
large,  weak  and  fl.ircid.  un.ible  to  dis- 
pase  of  ttie  food  dailv  put  In  it.  Ap- 
petite ceases  and  thirst  Increases;  the 
fowl  drinks  to  the  last  and  dies.  An- 
other common  cause  to  mechanical  ob- 
struction 00  account  of  soma  in- 
dig«itlble  substance— long,  raak  grass^ 
or  hay — blocking  the  pas  .atre  from  the 
crop  • 

The  fowl  house  with  front  of  wire- 
netting,  and  fitted  with  a  drop  or  slid- 
ing shutter  to  finding  favor  with  the 

majority  of  poultry  keepers,  and  the 
step  Is  In  the  rlRht  direction.  It  has 
taken  the  plnce  ol  the  small  hut  with 
a  small  hole  lor  the  attendant  to  enter. 
Its  small  hote  for  the  fowLs  and  Its 
small  window.  Presh  air  and  ptenty 
of  light  are  essential  for  the  welfare  of 
the  stock  even  in  Winter.  The  added 
benefit  of  the  open  front  house  is  that 
it  can  be  u.^ed  as  layinK  and  roost  inu' 
house  and  strauhing  sjied  combined 
For  preleience  each  house  should 
have  some  kind  of  shelter  attached  to 
it  But  where  space  is  at  a  premium 
or  funds  are  low,  the  combined  type  of 
house  will  do  well  enough  as  a  make- 
shift. Powto  em  ba  kept  very  fit  m 
such  triaecs,  but  mtich  more  labor  to 
Involved.  The  combined  hou.se  must 
have  a  dropplncs  board  under  the 
perches,  and  tl  ,  Ixinrd  must  be  (  leaned 
every  moriiinc  lo  keep  the  atmosphere 
'•sweet  II  ii..uid  then  be  .s.mded  or 
sprinkled  with  earth.  The  droppings 
mu.tt  not  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
boards  and  the  coveting  must  not  be 
of  dust  OT  ashes,  otherwise  the  birds 
jumpint  or  flying  up  to  the  perehes 
win  scatter  tt  and  cause  trouble. 

AN  IMPORTANT  POINT 
Peraou*  who  are  aocustomed  to 
watching  poultry  doaely  can  hardly 
realiae  how  much  they  are^lnHuenccd 
by  thair  surroundings,  nor  what  an 
effect  is  produced  upon  yinn  by 
fright.  Prequentiv  a  nmrked  decrease 
i>.  caused  in  the  c^r  suppl-  f,,i  a  day 
or  two  because  a  fowl  has  had  to  be 
•  auRhi  and  removed  to  other  quartors. 
K\cn  moving  hens  by  careful  coaxing 
driving,  from  one  houM  to  another' 
which  may  be  e^aiQv  fiwialili' 
w|U  stop  toying  for  a  aftart  time.'

The  new  indu.stry  has  neces,sit«Led 
erni  iriKiirn  pf  special  facilities  in 
Vancouver  for  handling  the  shipments 
eastward  b\  tank  car  and  westward  by 
cargo  steamship.  Storaca  taaka  with 
aoo,000-gallon  capacity  have  baaa  es- 
tablished In  Vancouver  Harbor  In  addi- 
tion to  a  404M0-ganon  Unk  maintained 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

This  storage  ac-commodatlon  Is  uti- 
lized, when  the  pilchard  oil  movement 
Is  curtailed,  by  oils  shipped  In  from  the 
Orient  \\o(xl.  cocoanut,  peanut  and 
soya.  The  pilchard  catching  snaion  is 
on  now.  The  first  of  the  year's  oU  out- 
put will  start  to  flow  into  Vaaoouver 
early  in  August.

peckages  of  £2  r)00  eadi  and  forwarded 
by  Lloyd's  Bank  a'  CardifT  to  their 
head  office  in  London,  Tiie  packages 
were  taken  to  the  postofHce  at  CardifT 
and  placed,  with  a  number  of  other 
registered  parcels,  in  the  maU  bag, 
■  hich  was  then  o<mv«yed.  with  other 
inaU  bMi.  to  the  Great  Western  Rail- 
way Station  by  postofflce  officials 
Tbey  were  duly  handei  over  to  the 
railway  officials  at  CirdifT  and  placed 
m  the  mail  van,  but  when  tlie  train 
reached  Paddington  the  bag  contain- 
ing the  £10.000  was  mussing.  Sub.se- 
quent  inquiries  have  led  Scotland 
V;.rd  to  .'.uspcii  a  man  1^  bnd  em- 
barked for  New  Zealand.

HE  only  diao  of  a  British  monarch 
ever  published  was  one  kept  by  the 
present  King,  who,  together  with  btai 
brother,  the  late  Duke  of  Claranoa. 
piiUlBhad  in  latl  their  jotot  diary  of 
their  oruise  in  mUB.  Bacchante,  ex- 
ten^np  from  1879  to  I882  Mainly  the 
diary  was  kept  bv  the  younger  pr^cc, 
and  there  is  one  story  in  It  WIMl  hM 
an  historical  vpterest. 

The  tocldent  occurred  in  May.  IggO. 
just  after  the  geneAl  elecuon  that  put 
Mr.  Oladstone  tato  power.  King 
George,  in  his  boyi.sh  diary,  tells: 

'  At  6  06  pjn.  exchanged  iolor^  wHh 
an  English  barque  running  to  the 
westward,  but  cannot  make  out  her 
number  by  signal;  we  alter  course  and 
doee  her.  holding  up  a  blackboard  by 
the  poop  with  "Who  is  the  premier?' 
ebnlked  on  it  We  are  now  within 
hkOlng  distance  of  the  biirrjiie  and  her 
.sklpi->er.  thinking  we  arc  inrjuinnc  her 
name,  .shouts  out  'F^anchon  Our  cap- 
tain thinks  he  has  said  '(iladstone*  and 
he  shouts  out:  'What  is  his  majority?' 

"The  captain  (apparently  an  Italian) 
repUed.  'Nan  enUendo'  (mean tog  i 
don't  understand'),  but  all  of  us  on  the 
poop  misunderstood  hii  reply  as  betap 
'One  hundred.' " 

And  it  was  through  this  misunder- 
standing that  the  present  King  learnt 
what  was  rotighly  the  right  result  of 
the  general  election  of  1880

This  corre- 
sponds roti;.,dil\  to  the  intellectual  <Iif- 
fcrcnce.s  m  men;  the  quicker  the  mind, 
the  more  successful.

his.  The  same  is  true  of  t^olf.  It  is 
even  true  of  fighting.  The  prizefighter 
who  is  tense  all  over  when  he  is  not 
hittincr  is  wearing  himself  out  with 
wa.slcd  muscular  effort.  It  is  loving 
to  win  that  counts.

But  wc  usu- 
allv  t,ol  to  perceive,  and  so  docs  he, 
thai  the  trouble  is  that  he  is  (|rav\'n 
two  or  three  ways  at  once,  by  (jpposed 
wishes.  His  diffii  ulty  is  not  physical, 
and  not  intellectual,  but  emotional.

I'lUt  the  most  terrible  unhappiness

When  wmter  dataaada  the  Utile,  craatura 
plunges  Into  a  pond  or  diteh,  embeds  itaalf 
in  the  mud  at  the  bottom,  falls  ^aleep,  coaaas 
to  breathe,  except  through  ibe  skin,  and  re- 
mains seemingly  dead  vet  actiiaUy  Just  alive, 
for  months.  Its  heart  stops,  its  Im^  arc 
suu.  yet  the  water  In  contact  with  ita  Oktn 
give.s  It  the  minimum  of  gaygaa  thai  R  aaads 
and  aU  Is  weH.

aftrr  rat  the  animal.s  have  usually  to  hiber- 
nate without  the  protection  of  watfr.

They  are 
to  frost  and  bitter  cold,  but  take  no 
hafBL 

They  can  bear  extreme  cold  so  loner  .<  the 
temperature  is  not  so  low  as  to  froex  their 
tIaMM  hard  beyond  repair.  Thus  aitaatad. 

their  blood  practically  risiws  to  circulate, 
heart  and  lungs  are  inacuve;  the  sfcm  does 
the  braathiag.  and  thara  wo  hava  a  ptetwo 
of  life  simulating  death.  WTiich  the  Hpnng 
wakes  into  activity  as  flery  as  that  of  a 
dragon  fly. 

I^ogs  are  equally  competent  la  salf*dafaaaa 
when  drought  scorches  their  land.  Central 
Australian  deseru  iuve  frogs  which  bury 
themselves  a  foot  deep  in  tha  aou  fwnaaiu 
a  dried -up  stream.

|-^HAT  the  flnit  draft  of  Poe's  "Raven" 
was  scribbled  on  the  edge  of.  a  thea- 
tre programme  as  the  author  stood 
under  a  .street  light  at  mldniRht.  obUvlous  of 
the  sleet  which  was  falling  about  him.  was 
recalled  recently  when  the  only  autograph 
copy  of  the  poem  passed  from  a  private 
owner  to  the  hands  of  collectors.  Manuscript 
experts  say  that  there  Is  no  other  American 
literary  document  of  comparaMo  value  out- 
side of  libraries,  and  it  Is  estlmstsrt  to  be 
worth  more  tlian  IMMO. 

The  late  Dr.  CoraeBus  Mathews,  Journal- 
ist and  lawyer,  first  president  of  the  New 
York  University  Alumni  Asodatlon.  who  or- 
ganised the  Copyright  Club  m  lg«g.  told  the 
.stor,  to  Ills  niere.  Frances  Aymar  Mathews. 
who  became  interested  In  it  after  she  had 
fowNf  among  her  oaele^  kssptoksi  a  portrait 
of  Poe  Insnilied  "To  my  friend.  CMrnelius 
Mathews,  from  his  devoted  friend.  Bdgar 
Alton  Poe."

A  motorist   must   have   a  certain 

amount  of  confidence  In  himself  and  in 
hl.s  ability  to  drive  a  car  to  .success- 
fully cope  Willi  any  ordinary  .situation 
which  may  arl.^e.  A  person  who  lacks 
confidence  Is  more  likely  to  become  in- 
volved In  an  accident  than  one  who  Is 
fairly  sure  of  hto  ablltty. 

A  competent  driver  must  be  abte  to 
Judge  the  speed  of  hto  aar  as  well  as 
the  speed  of  other  cars.  He  mu.st  ha\e 
a  fairly  defi'i  if'  idea  as  to  the  di-stame 
it  will  be  ;)'■•  •  ■  f'!i  hini  t.i  no  be- 

fore bringing  lu^  machine  to  a  stop  at 
whatever  rate  of  speed  he  may  be  trav- 
eling. It  often  happutf  *  drlvar 
can  Judge  speeds  quite  aoeuratoiy  on 
highways  with  which  he  u  familiar  or 
on  unu.-^ually  level  roads.  When  this 
,samc  driver  flnd.s  him.self  on  unfamil- 
iar roads,  his  Judgment  on  speed.s  ls 
apt  to  become  less  accurrate.  Especially 
Is  thto  true  when  driving  through  a 
hilly  country  or  on  oiled  roads. 

Thr  efflcient  driver  must  be  able  to 
malce  up  his  mind  fjuickh  at  all  times 
and  hus  ludgments  must  be  particularly 
rapid  when  he  finds  himself  in  an 
emergency  from  which  an  accident 
might  eaaUy  follow.  Many  acckienU 
occur  beoauee  of  a  wavering  dsetoiaii 
on  the  part  of  the  driver. 

Another  requisite  in  good  driving  is 
a  steady  nerve.  Not  only  should  the 
cnerator's  nerves  be  stekdy,  but  he 
should  have  the  daring  to  go  through 
with  whatever  daetotan  ha  mahia.  Wet 
instance,  if  a  person  finds  hbMlff  IB  a 
(iimcuit  .situation  and  makes  a  decision 
which  he  conjilders  to  be  the  best  under 
these  (irrumstanees  he  should  then 
have  the  ability  to  carry  out  his  deci- 
sion without  hesitation.

with  aoddent-s  occurring  frequently, 
the  competent  driver  should  have  a 
sense  of  safety.  He  should  be  constant- 
ly operating  00  the  basto  of  taking  no 
chanees  whMi  will  plaee  tha  life  or 
property  of  anyone  in  Jeopardy.  It  is 
important  for  a  driver  to  know  the 
rules  of  the  road  and  havinK  learned 
them  lo  do  everything  possible  to  keep 
them  It  is  usually  an  r:i.  \  matter  for 
a  person  living  in  a  city  to  secure  a 
copy  <rf  the  traflic  istitoltolM,  and  thto 
ought  to  be  dona. 

A  motorist  should  be  abto  to  operate 
his  machine  with  a  .smoothness  which 
will  in.sure  traveling  oomfort  for  the 
CHCupants  of  the  vehicle.  In  this  con- 
nection he  will  also  have  pome  consid- 
eration for  the  automobile  Itself  from 
the  standpoint  of  abuae.

Consideration  of  others  is  one  of  the 
most  Important  matters  for  a  compe- 
tent driver  to  adopt  m  connection  with 
his  driving.

The  fact  that  dealers  Journeyed  to 
Winnipeg  from  all  parts  of  Canada 
and  numy  centres  of  the  United  States 
to  attend  the  meeting  which  reeolted 
in  tha  fomaMen  of  tha  Aaodatlen 
Indicates  pertinently  the  place  this 
Western  city  has  come  to  occupy  as  a 
fur  centre.  A  very  few  years  ago  furs 
were  merely  shipped  fhroiiRh  Win- 
nipeg to  .MonircAl  .'-^i  l.oui.  New 
York  or  London,  and  there  became 
merged  in  the  great  auction  sales  of 
these  centres.  Not  only  have  auetlon 
sales  been  firmly  established  in  Win- 
nipeg, but  eome  of  the  world's  largest 
firms  have  found  tt  worth  their  while 
to  become  reprrsenfrd  there  to  pur- 
chase Western  Canadian  hlttn.s  In  the 
home  market.  From  a  turnover  of 
probably  not  more  than  a  million 
dollars  annually,  this  has  been  in- 
creased in  about  six  jwars  to  between 
$3,800,000  and  8«4M»4Mt. 

In  preaeat  day  fur  productloe  in 
Caaada.  with  the  Inevitable  curtail- 
ment of  the  wild  ranges  with  the 
northward  penetration  of  settlrmetii. 
greate.st  interest  now  centres  in  the 
domestic  fur  Indu.slry.  which  has  come 
to  account  lor  between  four  and  five 
per  cent  of  the  annual  raw  fur  output, 
and  which  is  developing  at  a  very 
healthy  rate  In  aU  Provinces.

Times,  errs  on  the  side  of 
optimi.sm  when  it  report.s  from  Paris 
that  public  opinion  is  growinR  restive 
under  the  American  divorce  invasion 
and  Is  thinking  of  doing  something. 
Tlie  French  being  a  practical  as  well 
as  an  occasionally  restive  people, 
nothing  will  be  done.  The  American 
domestic  Infelicity  market  has  con- 
tributed notably  to  the  development 
of  one  of  the  most  promising  InfAn* 
industries  in  France.  Several  million 
dollars  Is  the  estimate  of  last  year's 
expenditure  in  Prance  by  unhappy 
Americans  who  would  be  happy  again. 
This  Is  one  of  the  tavlolMe  ^qmrU 
wMeh  have  helped  M.  Folnearo  estab- 
lish a  favorable  trad>  balance  and 
maintain  the  value  of  the  franc.  Add- 
ed to  such  practical  coa^lderations 
there  are  reasons  founded  In  history 
nnd  sentiment.  After  all.  it  was 
France  who  aided  the  American  people 
rome  time  ago  to  win  Its  freedom  In 
the  mass.  I(  would  seem  (o  be  appro- 
priate that  she  should  now  bestow 
the  same  boon  on  several  hundred  In- 
dividual Americans  annually. 

But  perhaps  the  mo.st  potent  rea- 
.'on  why  Paris  will  manage  to  bear  up 
under  its  reputation  as  an  Interna- 
tional divorce  mill  Is  preolsoly  the  In- 
'ematlonal  aspect  of  tbe  ease.  Tho 
balance  of  power  In  Burope  Is  deli- 
cately poised  and  *  competition  among 
tlir  n.itions  Is  keen.  Pans  has  Oer- 
mnnv  and  Italy  to  think  of  If  the 
doors  of  the  Palais  de  .Justice  are  i 
.'lammed  in  the  face  of  freedom-lov- 
i'l?  hiLsbands  and  wives  from  the 
United  States,  It  simply  means  (ha( 
they  will  (ake  a  boa(  for  Hamburg  or 
Naples  Instead  of  Cherbourg.  The 
problem  fcan  be  dealt  with  only  In  an 
International  conference  for  the  limi- 
tation of  bills  of  divorcement  and  can 
be  solved  only  the  basis  of  national 
ratios.  Paris  might  conceivably  atrree 
l-»  a  flve-two-one  American  divorce 
irxtlo  as  against  Berlin  and  Rome. 
More  than  that  we  cannot  oipoot  of 
any  nation  which  has^  lts  national 
honor  and  vital  Intoreota  to  consider.

The  Tyee  Club  of  British  Columbia 
aims  to  .standardize  among  amateur 
anglers  tackle  suitable  lor  the  succeas- 
ful  capture  of  Tyee  salmon  up  to 
Mventy-five  pounds  in  weight. 

Eventually  tt  te  proposed  to  enforce 
very  exactuiK  weitl.ts  ut  rod,  and  lines, 
but  It  i.-.  considered,  as  yet,  impracti- 
cable to  set  an  absolute  standard.  It 
would  be  obviously  unfair  to  bar  out 
the  long  BrfOrti  saloum  rods  In  favor 
of  the  short  American  laa  ioda.  or  vice 
versa. 

Therefore,  while  not  barring  any 

Ught  tackle  which,  in  tlie  opinion  of 
the  Tackle  Committee,  conforms  to  the 
.spirit  of  giving  the  lish  an  even  ( liance 
for  it.s  life,  the  following  described 
tackle  is  strongly  recommended  as  fair 
tackle.  Anglers  would  do  well  to  ad- 
here eloeely  to  su^h  spedXications, 
which  will  bo  free  f!r>iii  any  orlUelm 
by  the  Tackle  Coinmltlee.

Seven  oQt  of  the  eight  used 
hand-lines  of  a  size  and  tensile 
strength  of  seventy-five  podnds  and  up 

uioi.  -ultabie  lor  anchor  lines  than 
for  any  form  of  sport. 

In  1923  an  Improvement  was  apparent. 
Many  mora  sportsmen  aiveared,  fully 
one  in  three  using  rods,  reels  and  Ught 
lines 

In  1924  sixteen  amateur  boats  were 
counted  on  the  water  at  one  time 
and  more  than  half  were  using  legiti- 
mate taeUe.  Then  those  good  sports- 
men who  knew  from  exper:  hat 
there  wa.s  infinitely  mure  :.  i.:  in 
hooking  one  biK  fellow  on  light  rod  and 
line— and  landing  him  in  an  hour — 
or  maybe  two— than  in  the  slaughter 
of  a  dozen  game  fish  on  "young 
cables."  organized  the  Tyee  Club  of 
British  Columbia. 

INITIAL  ORGANIZATION 

Initial  organization  of  the  Club  and 
Us  immediate  succeo;.  were  largely  due 
to  the  effort  and  supervision  of  that 
famous  rodman.  Dr.  J.  A.  Wlbom.  the 
original  of  Zane  Orsfi  eelebrated 
"Lone  Angler." 

In  1925.  through  the  efTorts  rf  the 
Tyee  Club  of  British  Columbia,  and  in 
order  lu  maintain  and  in^rove  fishing 
for  sport,  the  Dominion  Fisheries  De- 
partment was  induced  to  establish  a 
reserve  against  net  fl.shing  covering 
the  whole  of  Discovery  Pas,sage.  In 
that  bca-son  twenty -four  amateurs  were 
counted  on  the  water  at  one  tune  and 
seventeen  had  adopted  light  tackle. 

In  1036,  partially  due  to  the  abolition 
of  net  fishing,  rod-and-line  fishing  was 
better  than  for  years  Nearly  forty 
amateur  boats  were  working  at  once — 
celebrated  anglers  were  there  from 
London,  Bermuda,  New  York,  Loe 
Angeles.  Seattle,  Hong  Kong,  Tien  Tsm 

and  seven  out  M  Mfht  Wm  Urtng 

light  tackle. 

Of  course,  everybody  Is  not  success- 
ful. Some  luck  is  Involved,  and  more 
patience  and  skill,  but  the  records  of 
the  Club  show  that  in  five  weeks  two 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  Tyees  of  over 
twenty  pounds  were  taken  by  sixty 
amateur  sportsmen  using  light  tackle 
and  conforming  to  the  rules  of  the 
Club. 

More,  the  wielder  of  the  odd  hand- 
line  is  rapidly  becoming  an  object  of 
polite  ostracism.  Even  some  profes- 
sionals have  begun  to  eaperlmit  with 
rods  and  reeli. 

In  such  manner  and  on  somevkha; 
similar  lines  to  the  famous  Long  Key 
Pishing  Club  in  Florida  and  the  Tuna 
Club  in  Oalifornla  has  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Tyee.  Club  of  British  Co- 
lumbia been  perfected.  Its  rapidly 
crowmK  prestige  has  been  further 
streiiKthened  and  authenticated  by 
tormar  Incoriioration  under  the  British 
Columbia  SodeUes'  Act  hi  1927.  All 
rights  to  the  name  are  protected — ^The

NON-BLbll>k,N  1  .VNULEKS 

Non-resident  anglers  are  required  by 

the  Province  of  Britl.sh  Columbia  to 
pay  a  fee  of  $1  per  d.ty  or  $5  for  the 
season.
